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REMARKS 



Claims 1-25 are pending in the present application. Claims 1, 5-8, 10, 11, 14-16 and 19- 
25 are rejected. It is respectfully submitted that this Response is fully responsive to the Office 
Action dated June 2, 2006. 

Claims 1, 5-8, 10, 11, 14-16 and 19-25 were provisionally rejected on the ground of 



nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 7 of copending 
Application No. 10/728,885. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's acknowledgement that claims 1, 5-8, 10, 11, 14-16 
and 19-25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the double patenting rejection(s), set 
forth in the Office action dated June 2, 2006. 

In view of this, Applicants herein attach a timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance 
with 37 C.F.R. §1.32 1(c) to overcome this rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground. 

Accordingly, Applicants submit that claims 1-25 are now allowable. 

In view of the aforementioned remarks, Applicants submit that the claims are in condition 
for allowance. Applicants request such action at an early date.
